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FOREWORD 


The  Bibliography  of  American  Literature,  now  in  process  of 
creation  under  the  auspices  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration, 
is  a  striking  example  of  the  preservation  of  our  national  resources. 
I  hardly  need  to  establish  the  importance  of  our  intellectual  and 
spiritual  heritage  as  one  of  the  resources  of  our  national  life. 
Surely  our  creative  literature  not  only  expresses  but  also  records 
our  past  heritage,  forms  a  standard  by  v/hich  we  may  judge  om-  pres- 
ent, and  contains  within  itself  the  prospect  of  our  future.  Vftien 
Longfellow  wrote  his  magnificent  tribute  to  the  Union  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Building  of  the  Ship,  he  soimded  a  bugle  call  to 
those  who  in  184.9,  notwithstanding  all  doubts  and  dangers,  had  not 
despaired  of  the  Republic.  Before  his  time  and  since ^  American 
Literature  has  not  only  reflected  but  has  also  stimulated  our  na- 
tional spirit. 

In  order  that  this  literature  should  be  properly  studied,  it 
is  obviously  necessary  that  a  corriplete  bibliography,  so  far  as  that 
is  possible,  shall  be  recorded  and  analyzed.  The  magnitude  of  such 
an  undertaking  is  indicated  clearly  by  the  statistics  which  tte 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Survey  has  prepared.  It  would  have  been 
difficult  to  secure  funds  from  private  sources  which  would  have 
brought  the  project  to  its  present  form.  What  was  necessary  was, 
first,  a  skilled  director,  and  second,  a  large  number  of  workers 
who  could  break  down  existing  bibliographies,  analyze  them,  and 
produce  the  result  that  is  desired.  To  record  not  only  all  books 
which  contain  American  Literature  in  poetry,  fiction,  drama,  and 
criticism,  but  also  to  anaJLyze  the  periodicals,  and  rescue  from 
their  pages,  already  in  danger  of  physical  disintegration,  all  ar- 
ticles of  a  creative  character,  was  a  task  that  seemed  at  first 
glance  to  be  beyond  the  scope  of  possible  effort. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  congratulation  to  all  those  of  us  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  who  have  collaborated  with  the  Penn- 
sylvania Historical  Survey  in  the  work  that  the  opportunity  was 
presented  for  the  University  to  act  as  co-sponsor  of  this  project. 
It  is  with  great  pleasure  also  that  we  record  our  appreciation  of 
the  cooperation  of  the  officers  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration 
and  for  their  recognition  of  the  importance  of  this  bibliography. 
It  will  remain,  I  feel  sure,  one  of  the  outstanding  achievements  of 
the  Work  Projects  Administration.

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PREFACE 


A  Historical  Records  Survey  program  was  initiated  in  January 
1936  for  the  purpose  of  creating  bibliographical  controls  for  mate- 
rials hitherto  inaccessible  to  researchers.  It  operated  as  a  part 
of  Federal  Project  No.  1  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration  until 
August  31,  1939  when  it  ceased  to  function  as  a  Federal  project. 
On  that  date  the  Historical  Records  Survey  in  Pennsylvania  became 
a  State-wide  project  sponsored  by  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Com- 
mission. A  reorganization  and  consolidation  of  historical  research 
and  records  activities  in  Pennsylvania  led  to  the  formation  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Survey  in  January  1941. 

The  Survey  has  devoted  its  energies  to  the  compilation  of  data 
on  several  types  of  research  materials  foremost  among  which  are  pub- 
lic records,  church  records,  manuscript  collections,  early  American 
imprints,  and  newspapers.  In  addition,  through  the  combined  efforts 
of  Professor  Arthur  Hobson  Quinn  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans,  former  National  Director  of  the  Survey,  and 
Mr.  Karl  Goedecke,  then  Regional  Director  of  the  Survey  for  Penn- 
sylvania and  Delaware,  a  project  to  prepare  a  new  and  complete  bib- 
liography of  American  literature  was  undertaken  in  August  1938. 
With  the  cooperation  of  Provost  George  W.  McClelland,  Dr.  Paul  H. 
Musser,  Administrative  Vice  President,  and  Dean  John  A.  Goff  of  the 
Towne  Scientific  School,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  agreed  to 
supply  space  and  equipment  and  the  unit  was  established  in  a  large 
room  in  the  Tomie  School.  Mr.  Edward  H.  O'Neill,  Instructor  in 
Eiiglish  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  was  appointed  project 
supervisor  and  he  has  continued  to  direct  the  activities  of  approx- 
imately fifty  Survey  workers  in  the  preparation  of  the  bibliography. 

The  bibliography  will  serve  as  a  tool  for  scholars  in  every 
field  of  American  letters.  The  two  principal  sources  of  material 
used  in  compiling  the  bibliography  are  American  magazines  and  bib- 
liographies already  in  print.  Workers  have  been  trained  to  use 
both  these  sources.  Although  progress  was  slow  at  first,  order 
gradually  emerged  from  confusion  and  a  definite  procedure  was  es- 
tablished. Professor  Quinn' s  guidance  and  his  ever  ready  sugges- 
tions have  been  invaluable.  Without  the  untiring  energy  and  able 
technical  direction  of  Mr.  O'Neill  the  achievements  of  this  unit 
would  have  been  impossible.  He  was  ably  assisted  by  Kr.  Samuel 
Jamison,  Project  Foreman.  I  should  also  like  to  express  my  in- 
debtedness to  the  many  University  of  Pennsylvania  officials  who 
have  cooperated  so  wholeheartedly  in  our  undertaking.  Particular 
mention  must  be  made  of  the  courteous  treatment  of  our  represent- 
atives by  Mr.  C.  Seymour  Thompson  and  his  staff  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  Library.     The  Work  Projects  Administration  and 
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especially  the  Division  of  Professional  and  Service  Proiects  of 
District  3  has  rendered  the  Survey  a  distinct  service^' ui  e?- 
ficient  administration  of  the  project  in  Philadelphia. 

The  Bibliography  of  American  Literature,  when  completed,  will 
be  maintained  by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  UntU  tha(  time 
all  communications  concerning  the  bibliographical  unit  should  be 
addressed  to  the  State  Supervisor,  ^6  North  Cameron  Street,  Harris!

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I.     A  DESCRIPTION  AND  AN  ANALYSIS 


OF  T|ffi  BIBLIOGRAPHY 
OF  AKEfJCAN  LITERi.TUR£ 


For  many  yetrs  investigators  in  the  various  fields  of  Amer- 
ican Literature  hove  been  aware  of  the  need  for  a  new  and  exhaus- 
tive Bibliography  of  American  Literature,  not  only  because  of  the 
incompleteness  of  existing  bibliographies,  but  because  of  the  enor- 
mous quantity  of  critical  material  which  has  appeared  in  the  last 
twenty-five  years.  It  was  not  until  the  Historical  Records  Survey 
of  the  Works  Progress  Administration  agreed  to  undertake  the  prepa- 
ration of  such  a  bibliography  that  this  ideal  of  American  scholar- 
ship was  realized.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  pamphlet  to  describe 
and  analyze  the  procedures  which  have  been  employed  in  accomplish- 
ing this  great  task  ana  to  give  accurate  information  regarding  the 
materials  used  and  the  results  thus  far  accomplished. 

Utilizing  two  primary  sources  of  material,  American  magazines 
and  bibliographies  already  in  print,  workers  of  a  unit  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Historical  Survey  are  preparing  what  is  felt  to  be  a  com- 
prehensive Bibliography  of  American  Literature.  Starting  with  such 
magazines  as  the  Atlantic  Monthly ,  Harper's,  Scribner ' s ,  and  the 
Century ,  they  have  gradually  surveyed  the  files  of  these  end  more 
than  a  hundred  other  periodicals.  In  surveying  each  magazine,  a 
record  is  made  of  all  fiction,  verse,  essays,  criticism,  and  book 
reviews.  Where  a  critical  essay  concerns  a  particular  writer,  a 
card  is  made  for  the  subject  of  the  essay  as  well  as  for  the  au- 
thor. In  analyzing  book  reviews,  cards  are  made  for  the  reviewer, 
the  author  of  the  book  (if  an  American),  and  in  the  case  of  liter- 
ary biography  and  criticism,  for  the  subject.  Similar  cards  are 
prepared  for  sections  of  published  volumes  of  criticism  and  liter- 
ary history.  The  contents  of  these  volumes  are  also  itemized  on 
the  main  author  card.  One  unfortunate  feature  of  this  method  is 
that  it  results  in  the  duplication  of  book  cards;  on  the  other  hand 
this  duplication  serves  as  a  check  on  the  accxxracy  of  the  workers. 
Where  bibliographical  material  on  a  particular  writer  has  been  pub- 
lished, it  is  rearranged  to  conform  to  the  general  plan  of  the 
bibliography. 

In  this  v/ay,  the  Bibliography  unit  has  accuinulated  a  catalogue 
of  approximately  750,000  items,  190,000  of  which  are  in  permanent 
form.  Up  to  the  present  time  more  than  2,000  volurries  of  150  dif- 
ferent magazines,  established  in  this  country  since  1850,  have  been 
surveyed  and  ninety  published  bibliographies  rearranged.  At  the 
time  the  unit  was  started,  it  was  necessary  to  confine  the  periodi- 
cal survey  to  magazines  published  since  1850,  because  an  Index  to 
American  Magazines  to  1850  w&s  being  prepared  by  a  Works  Progress 
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Administration  project  under  the  supervision  of  Professor  Oscar 
Cargill  at  New  York  University.  Though  the  purpose  of  Professor 
Cargill^s  project  was  totally  different,  it  was  presumed  that  the 
Index  would  contain  all  the  material  that  would  have  been  taken 
from  the  magazines  published  before  1850,  Plans  are  being  made  to 
rapi^  "^terxal  contained  in  the  Index  in  the  general  Bibliog- 

At  the  present  time,  about  twenty-five  percent  of  the  material 
which  has  been  collected  has  been  edited,  typed,  and  permanently 
catalogued.    All  of  the  material  dealing  with  an  individual  writer 
IS  catalogued  under  the  following  headings:  bibliography,  collected 
works    separate  works,  periodical  publications,  biographical  ma- 
terial on  the  author,  critical  material  on  the  author,  and  reviews 
of  the  author's  books.    It  is  in  this  way  that  the  work  of  the  602 
7^'  whose  names  appear  in  the  section  of  this  pamphlet  titled 
Individual  Bibliographies,  has  been  erranged.    The  material  in  the 
temporary  files  is  being  added  to  the  permanent  catalogue  as  rapid- 
ly as  it  can  be  edited  and  typed.    For  purposes  of  research,  how- 
ever, this  unfinished  material  is  as  usable  as  the  permanent  sec- 
^  Bibliograpty.    The  absence  of  a  particular  author  from 
the  list  of  Individual  Bibliographies  does  not  mean  that  material 
on  him  is  not  available;  it  merely  means  that  the  cards  for  this 
particular  author  have  not  hem  collected  and  edited.    Inasmuch  as 
there  are  more  workers  engaged  in  surveying  periodicals  than  in 
Sr^?"?!^?  /material,  there  will  be  large  files  of  unedited 

but  available  material  for  some  tiirie.

lar  in  the  survey  are  incomplete;  in  many  instances  only  a  few 
volumes  of  a  particular  magazine  were  available.  At  some  future 
time  these  gaps  will  have  to  be  filled  from  the  files  of  such  re- 
positories as  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  New  York  Public  Li- 
brary. It  will  be  noted,  too,  that  many  important  American  maga- 
zines published  since  1850  are  not  represented  in  the  list  at  all. 
We  are  attempting  to  supply  this  material  fcy  placing  small  units 
^  If^^^ies  in  the  Philadelphia  area.    Eventually,  we  hope 

to  extend  these  units  to  other  cities  where  files  of  the  rarer  mag- 
azines are  available.  ^ 

nr,.  The  bibliographies  of  authors  so  far  prepared  offer  interest- 
ing problems  for  analysis.  Except  for  the  fact  that  wherever  pos- 
sible printed  bibliographies  have  been  made  the  basis  of  the  work 

of  an  individual  author.  From  time  to  time  the  temporary  files 
Sev'ZiS;  ^he  relatively  large  accumulations  are  Smoved^ 
they  are  then  prepared  for  permanent  cataloguing.

r4any  of  the  individual  bibliographies  represent  the  work  of 
men  and  women  who  are  comparatively  little  knovm  in  American  Lit- 
erature because  most  of  their  work  was  published  only  in  periodi- 
cals. An  example  of  this  type  of  bibliography  is  that  of  Robert 
Bridges  who  contributed  to  the  old  Life  under  the  pen  name  of 
"Droch."  Of  the  739  items  in  his  bibliography,  at  least  eighty- 
five  percent  are  book  reviews,  the  other  contributions  being  about 
equally  divided  among  sketches,  stories,  and  verse.  Another  illus- 
tration is  the  file  of  William  Rose  Benet,  one  of  the  Editors  of 
the  Saturday  Review  of  Literature,  and  a  distinguished  poet.  At 
least  ninety  percent  of  Mr.  Bene't*  s  bibliography  (932  items)  is 
made  up  of  reviews  of  contemporary  poets  and  poetry.  The  largest 
individual  bibliography  we  have  prepared  to  date  is  that  of  Mr. 
H.  L.  Mencken.  As  Editor  of  the  American  Mercury  until  his  re- 
tirement in  1933,  Mr.  Mencken  did  practically  all  of  the  book  re- 
views with  the  result  that  he  is  represented  by  a  file  of  1,398 
cards,  ninety  percent  of  which  are  book  reviews.  A  further  anal- 
ysis of  the  list  of  Individual  Bibliographies  will  show  dozens  of 
similar  cases.  This  is  the  type  of  material  which  distinguishes 
the  new  Bibliography  of  American  Literature  and  makes  it  an  in- 
valuable tool  of  scholarship.  The  graduate  student  of  the  future 
will  have  no  difficulty  in  finding  subjects  for  significant  theses. 

It  is  believed  that  the  individual  bibliographies  of  the  ma- 
jor figures  in  our  literat\ire  are  more  complete  than  any  heretofore 
collected.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  impossible  to  state  that  any 
one  bibliography  is  complete  until  all  of  the  books  and  periodicals 
have  been  itemized  and  examined.  The  figures  for  some  of  the  ma- 
jor writers  are  impressive;  there  are  1,^23  cards  in  the  Foe .bibli- 
ography, 1,34.8  for  Emerson,  1,193  for  Henry  James.  There  are  doz- 
ens of  others  proportionately  large,  and  they  grow  from  day  to  day. 
In  a  few  cases,  such  as  those  of  Whitman  and  Whittier,  the  individ- 
ual bibliographies  are  comparatively  small,  because  all  of  the 
available  bibliographical  material  has  not  yet  been  used.  The 
bibliographies  of  the  major  figures  also  offer  interesting  material 
for  analysis.  Emerson  has  more  than  three  times  as  many  entries 
as  Cooper,  our  first  important  novelist.  This  is  easily  explain- 
able when  we  realize  that  it  is  only  in  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty 
years  that  critics  ha.ve  given  Cooper  serious  consideration;  Emerson 
was  critically  important  even  before  his  death.  Bibliographically 
speaking,  the  New  England  writers  were  more  important  than  any 
other  group  because  most  of  the  critics  of  the  nineteenth  century 
came  from  New  England  or  were  influenced  by  its  cultiaral  tradition. 
Our  critical  literature  since  1912  is  certainly  more  important  and 
is  more  extensive  than  the  total  produced  in  the  nineteenth  century. 
This  intense  critical  activity,  largely  in  periodicals,  has  in- 
creased the  need  for  a  general  bibliographical  survey  of  our  lit- 
erature . 
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One  of  the  most  important  phases  of  this  new  Bibliography  is 
its  catholicity.  It  is  always  a  difficiilt  matter  to  give  a  satis- 
factory definition  of  literature;  for  the  purposes  of  the  Bibliog- 
raphy the  term  has  been  interpreted  as  liberally  as  possible.  Fol- 
lov/ing  the  fundamental  principles  of  literary  history,  philosophers 
such  as  John  Dewey  and  William  James,  historians  such  as  Charles 
A.  Beard  and  James  Truslow  Adams,  nature  writers  such  as  William 
Beebe  and  Donald  Peattie,  political  and  economic  writers  such  as 
Walter  Lippmann  and  Stuart  Chase  have,  of  course,  been  included. 
All  writers  of  verse  and  of  fiction  have  been  included,  regardless 
of  the  opinions  critics  may  have  of  them.  The  future  students  of 
American  Literature  may  have  as  much  interest  in  Harold  Bell  Wright 
as  in  Henry  James,  in  Ella  Wheeler  Wilcox  as  in  E]-inor  Wylie.  A 
study  of  the  influence  of  Wright  and  Wilcox  would  present  a  truer 
picture  of  American  culture  than  would  a  study  of  James  and  Wylie. 
Likewise,  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  offers  a  clearer  view  of  Amer- 
ican literary  taste  than  the  Nation.  In  view  of  these  facts,  it  is 
essential  that  any  really  useful  bibliography  of  American  litera- 
ture be  inclusive  rather  than  representative.  The  bibliographer 
cannot  pick  and  choose  as  the  esthetic  critic  for  he  cannot  presume 
to  judge  the  literary  merits  of  any  piece  of  writing. 

Bibliography  is  one  of  the  most  highly  specialized  forms  of 
literary  research;  therefore,  it  is  inevitable  where  such  work  is 
done  by  inexperienced  people  that  there  should  be  nmerous  errors. 
Despite  these  natural  handicaps,  the  unit  has  assembled  a  larger 
body  of  bibliogi-aphical  material  than  has  heretofore  been  available 
in  this  country.  Though  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  estimate 
progress  toward  the  completion  of  the  Bibliography,  it  is  possible 
to  say  that  approximately  forty  percent  of  the  task  has  been  ac- 
complished. There  are  perhaps  200  magazines  which  have  not  been 
surveyed;  there  are  thousands  of  books  to  be  examined  and  their 
contents  itemized,  as  it  is  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  Bibliogra- 
phy to  provide  a  record  of  the  contents  of  all  volumes  of  short 
stories,  essays,  literary  history,  and  criticism. 

The  future  of  the  Bibliography  and  the  achievement  of  our 
objective  rests  with  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Even  if 
the  project  were  to  close  immediately,  American  scholarship  would 
be  greatly  indebted  to  this  agency  of  the  government.  If  the  Work 
Projects  Administration  can  maintain  the  project  until  the  objec- 
tive is  reached,  it  will  be  able  to  show  that  it  made  possible  the 
realization  of  an  ideal,  a  complete  record  of  the  creative  and 
critical  literature  of  a  great  Nation.  And  that  will  be  no  small 
distinction. 

In  the  meantime,  American  scholarship  shoiild  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  a  small  staff  to  continue  the  work  when  the  bibli- 
ograpliy  is  housed  on  a  permanent  basis  at  the  University  of  Penn- 
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sylvania.  As  originally  planned,  the  project  v/as  to  bring  the 
periodical  and  book  siirvey  to  the  end  of  1940;  that  must  not  be 
the  end  of  the  bibliography,  it  must  be  carried  on  year  by  yesx. 
Assuming  that  the  svirvey  is  completed  as  planned,  there  will  still 
be  an  enormous  amount  of  work  to  be  done.  Errors  will  have  to  be 
corrected,  omitted  data  supplied,  unfinished  bibliographies  com- 
pleted, innumerable  details  of  organization  and  administration 
worked  out.  This  work  can  be  done  properly  only  with  trained  as- 
sistance. The  lack  of  trained  assistance  has  been  and  is  one  of 
the  most  serious  hindrances  to  the  success  of  the  project. 

The  bibliography,  incomplete  as  it  is,  is  being  extensively 
used  by  scholars  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  Those  who  have  been 
able  to  visit  the  project  in  person  have  unqualifiedly  praised  both 
methods  and  results  and  have  been  literally  astonished  by  the  prog- 
ress that  has  been  made.  The  Pennsyl-vania  Historical  Survey  wishes 
to  extend  a  general  invitation  to  investigators  in  the  various 
fields  of  American  Literature  to  use  the  bibliography.  Our  files 
are  open  at  all  times  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  research  in  Ameri- 
can Literature.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  visit  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  arrangements  can  be  made  to  have  in- 
dividual bibliographies  copied.  Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the 
Survey  and  by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  to  cooperate  f\iLly 
with  all  responsible  scholars  who  may  wish  to  use  the  bibliography 
during  the  course  of  its  preparation. 
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Completed  -  Complete  file  in  University  of  Pennsylvania  Library. 
Incomplete  -  University  file  is  broken. 

Current  -  Complete  or  incomplete,  the  file  is  still  being  surveyed.
